It cannot 
work any sort of a miracle, nor is 
any such power claimed for it that 
it will make poor land as good as 
rich, nor that it can create some- 
thing out of nothing, though it 
comes very near doing this insome 
cases. 

If the people of Nevada wil! go 
at irrigation iu a sensible way they 
will find that the Wright bill, or 
ite Nevada counterpart, all that is 


necessary. They should avoid the! 


mistakes of extravagabce on the 
one band and of trying to bond 
their districts to heavily on the 
other. They must cut their coat 
according io their cloth, and if 
they do they will fiud that the 
California irrigation system exact- 
ly adapted to their needs, and that 
it will prove the greatcst blessing 
the State bas ever bad, the Com- 
stock loft not accepted. 
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Boru Cleveland and Governor 
Hill spuke from the same platform 
in New York on Oct. 8th. Cleve- 
land did not touch the money ques- 
tion, but Hill did. 

“As to the currency, the Gov- 
ernor declared, that the Democratic 
party had taken impregnable 
ground in favor of honest money.

HE COULDN’T TELL A LIE. 


A Pennsylvania Driller Enlightens the In-

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VANILLA CULTURE. 


A Native of Mexico, but Now Produced in 
Various Tropical Countries. 

It is a Mexican orehid, with long, 
climbing stems and thick, fleshy leaves, 
says the Garden and Forest. The 
}earliest Evropean travelers in Mexico 
found the vanilla used as a condiment 
with chocolate. The Spaniards intro- 
duced it into Europe, and the first ac- 
count of it appeared as long ago as 1605, 
and was published by Clusius in his 
“Exorticorum Libri,” who received a 
specimen from Morgan, the apothecary 
of Queen Elizabeth. Plumier called the 
plant vanilla, adopting the name used 
in Mexico by the Spaniards (the dimin- 
utive of the Spanisn vaina, a pod). 
Toward the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the vanilla reached France by the 
way’ of Spain, ‘and was used to flavor 
chocolate and to perfume tobacco. In 
England it was not until after the idea 
of its medicinal value was exploded that 
it came into general use in cooking 
The supply of vanilla, which is obtained 
from the fruit or seed-pod, was origin- 
ally derived from Mexico, but of late 
years much attention has been given to 
cultivating this plant in other parts of 
the tropics, and it is now produced in 
Bourbon, Java, Mauritius and Central 
America in large quantities. 

Shoots about three feet long, having 
been fastened to trees, and scarcely 
touching the ground, soon strike root 
on to the bark and form plants, which 
commence to produce fruit in three 
years and remain productive thirty or 
forty. The fertilization of the flower is 
naturally brought about by insect 
agency. Morren, the director of the 
botanical garden of Liege, showed in 
1837 that it might be efficiently per- 
formed by man, since when the produc- 
tion of the pods has been successfully 
carried on in all trcpical countries with- 
out the aid of insects. Even in Euro- 
pean forcing-houses the plant produces 
fruits of full size whiich for arema bear 
comparison with those of Mexico. In 
vanilla plantations the pods are not 
allowed to arrive at plete matufity, 
and are gathered w the green color 

to c . \Aecording to the 
statements of De Vriese they are dried 
by a rather circuitous process; namely, 
by exposing them to heat alternately 
uncovered and in woolen 
cloths, whe they are artificially 
ripened and arquire their ultimate aro- 
ma and dark hue.
